lig h t an# Sound. 
Lig ht travels so vastly much faster 
than sound that there Is no compari­ 
son between their veloeitlesr The ve­ 
locity of lig ht is about 100,000 miles a 
second. At this speed lig ht will travel 
about eig ht times around the earth ill 
a second, and lig ht starting from the 
sun will traverse the 03.000,OuO miles 
of space Intervening between the sun 
and the earth in eig ht minutes. So it 
Is seen lig ht flashes from one part of 
the earth to another, even the most re 
mole, instantaneously, or practically 
so. Sound travels worse than a snail’s 
pace as compared with lig ht, g oing 
only about 1,100 feet in a second, or 
about a mile in five seconds, or twelve 
miles in a minute. These facts are no­ 
ticed. thoug h not always understood, 
by any one who sees a g un fired only 
a few hundred yards away. The flash 
and the puff of smoke are seen instan­ 
taneously; the report of the g uu al­ 
ways comes perceptibly later, the time 
Intervening being g reater or less, ac 
cording to the distance, 
- - 


(•to lling th e E arly Spider, 
One must be an early riser if he 
would photog raph a spider’s web. for 
the delicate fabric must be taken when 
the dew is yet on It so that the out­ 
lines win be in sharp relief. The best 
success Is obtained when the webs 
are on pine trees, and spiders seem to 
favor these trees because of the shel­ 
ter they afford. Look on the least ex­ 
posed side of the tree for your web, 
for instinct teaches the little creatures 
to make their homes where the strong 
winds do not strike. 
In taking the 
picture the lens should be broug ht very 
near the web, In order to make the 
threads as larg e as possible. 
I have 
photog raphed a spider’s web with a 
4 by 5 camera and with a 6Gj by 8Vii 
Instrument, having eq ually g ood suc­ 
cess In each case. It is well to have a 
rubber focusing cloth and to keep it 
over the camera all the time, for the 
person who hunts spiders’ webs early 
In the morning must be prepared for 
dampness.—Suburban Life.

Reddick expeots to go to Philadelphia 
this morning for a two weeks’ vaca­ 
tion, The repub lican chairman, it is 
b elieved, will accept the 
proffered 
commission only on condition that it 
will leave him and the Dorthwest side 
wards he represents free in the sena­ 
torial contest. 
As stated in the Chronicle of y ester 
day , 
Mr. Reddick 
refuses to 
b e 
farmed out to ex-Governor Y ates. 
If 
Governor Deneen’s compact with Mr. 
Yates involves the former’s support 
of the latter for United States sen a­ 
tor Chairman Reddick will refuse to 
follow the governor into the Yat^s 
camp and will not accept the pub lic 
adm ’n’stratorship if any strings are 
tied to it. 
It is b elieved, however, 
that the gift is unconditional and 
tha t Governor Deneen will not seek 
to piact any term s of his appointee. 
By the same token it is a’so regarded 
a good guess that Mr. Reddick will 
accept the appointm ent as soon as he 
has returned from his vacation and 
talked m atters over with the state 
executive. 
The Reddick episode is significant 
ia that the repub lican chairman has 
the support of every repub lican leader 
of influence on the north and north­ 
west sides of the city .

H ow It* PB M lnx L eft It* R eco rd Ia 
(¿ravel* a n d Roclcn. 
Some 10,000 or more years ago the 
conditions which had brought about 
th e great ice age where beginning to 
change. 
The elevated land began to 
sink, and a higher tem p erature slowly 
followed. The long w inter w as gradu­ 
ally draw ing to a close, and the great 
sp ringtim e of the world w as beginning 
to hasten its influence up on an Ice cov­ 
ered land. Tons, rather m ountains, of 
ice began to melt, and the w ater filled 
the river valleys to overflowing. G rav­ 
el, sand and mud w ere borne along by 
these raging w aters and dep osited 
w herever the conditions were favora­ 
ble. Ice rafts covered the surface of 
the flood, bearing rocks and bowlders 
from more northern lands. 
AH rivers which had glacial sources 
were greatly influence*! by the final 
m elting. As the southern p art of the 
Ice sheet rested over northern Penn­ 
sylvania, the Delaware and the Sus­ 
quehanna were typ ical rivers of the 
age.
